Dean J. J. Oppenheimer was special consultant for the work- 
shop for Presidents of Liberal Arts Colleges of the North Cen- 
tral Association last year, as well as serving as director of the 
Workshop in Higher Education for Liberal Arts Colleges at the 
University of Minnesota last summer. He travelled to Germany 
this last fall to attend a conference of Rectors of German Uni- 
versities and a conference of Ministers of Education of West 
Germany. While in Germany he visited fifteen institutions of 
higher education and was able to consult with rectors, profes- 
sors, and students. Dean Oppenheimer has been elected for his 
third three year term on the Executive Committee of the Ameri- 
can Conference of Academic Deans. Also during the past year 
he has served on the Commission of Higher Education in Ken- 
tucky to evaluate three colleges. 


Working on a study of the redevelopment contracts throughout 
the country has been the major project of Dr. Reuel Hemdahl 
during the past few years. He is at the present working on a 
comprehensive study of the administration of urban redevelop- 
ment and renewal, With a research grant from the University of 
Louisville he has visited redevelopment activities in eight north- 
ern, three border, and eight southern cities. 


Dr. William C. Mallalieu has published his book on British 
Reconstruction and American Policy, 1945-1955. It went to press 
this spring. The book covers British economic problems since the 
war, American foreign economic policy, the Marshall Plan and 
many other aspects of the question. 


Dr. John Caldwell of the English Department is the director of 
the Little Theater and of the University Players. 

Dr. Caldwell is a native of Florida. He was graduated from 
Sewanee, where he was active in every aspect of drama, and also 
was editor of the Literary Quarterly, Helikon. He served in the 
Army Signal Corps, but afterwards he matric ulated at Vanderbilt 
University where he received his Ph.D. 

He has written several plays, among which are Florida Aflame 
and the Banks of London. As a director he has already established 
himself in Louisville by his Little Theatre Productions and by his 


outstanding Players production of Valpone. 


Creighton Gilbert has found a place to observe people and at 
the same time often work on the next day's class work. He spends 
one evening every week working as receptionist at Neighborhood 
House, a Community Chest agency. He answers phones, gives 


information, acts as a petty cash box, and restrains the louder

Dr. Joe F. Wilkes has spoken this year to 2,000 teachers in 
Kentucky as well as to two national education mectings—the 
Teacher Education and Professional Standards meeting in De- 
Kalb, Illinois, and the Teacher Education Division of the 
Southern Association in Miami Beach, Florida. 

Dr. Wilkes is the State President of the Kentucky Association 
for Supervision and Curriculum Development for 1955-1956. He 
attended their national meeting in New York and also partici- 
pated in the Southern States Work Conference at Daytona Beach. 
Dr. Wilkes is the Coordinator of the Pilot Study in the Prepara- 
tion of Elementary Teachers, which is sponsored on the Univer- 
sity pf Louisville campus by the Ford Foundation Fund for the 
Advancement of Education. 


Dr. Walter L. Moore of the Mathematics Department is on 
leave of absence to observe new methods and materials for teach- 
ing freshman mathematics. He has visited the University of 
Chicago and the Case Institute in Ohio doing this. 

He received a grant from the Research Corporation of New 
York to construct a photoelectric photometer for the purpose 
of studying variable stars. 

While on leave from the University, Dr. Moore is constructing 
a clock drive and declination and right ascension circles for his 
20-inch telescope which he completed recently. 


Dr. Edmond R. Schlesinger, the only full-time member of the 
DAE staff, this year taught nine hours in the German Depart- 
ment of A, & S. He teaches Humanities and German in DAE, 
and is also one of the instructors in the Neighborhood Colleges. 
Dr. Schlesinger was appointed Head of the Department of Audio- 
Visual Education by the president in 1953, His job is to coordi- 
nate all audio-visual materials used in the university. Last year he 
sponsored a film festival, which is planned again this year. 

For the past seven years Dr. Schlesinger has been the faculty 
advisor for the Pi Phis,

Students to Europe 


For six consecutive summers our University has sent students to Europe so that they may observe 
and participate in the continental way of living. From eight to ten weeks our students work in indus- 
trial and commercial firms as chemists, civil engineers, teachers, typists, salesmen and electricians — 
receiving full pay for their services. Off the job they live with families whose members work side by 
side with the students. The students and families, living and working together, having the same inter- 
ests and recreations, come to understand one another and their ways of thinking. Through their experi- 
ences, personal and technical, our students see more clearly the problems of other countries and _be- 
come more informed and competent.

The Graduate School of the University of Louisville 
was established in 1907. The degrees of M.A. and MLS. 
have been given continuously since 1908. Since 1936 the 
Graduate School has been associated with the Conference 
of Deans of Southern Graduate Schools of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. In 1951 
the Board of Trustees authorized the initiation of the 
School's first program leading to the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy. Beginning with the 1951-1952 session grad- 
uate work leading to the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
has been offered by the Department of Chemistry of the 
College of Arts and Sciences.

The Southern Police Institute was established in Janu- 
ary, 1951, to meet a need for advanced training of law 
enforcement officers, especially those in commanding and 
supervisory ranks. Three terms, each of twelve weeks 
duration, are presented annually to classes of 25 specially 
selected officers. Instruction is given by the Institute’s 
staff and visiting lecturers who are distinguished in police 
science and allied fields.
